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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 2-6, 8- 
12, 14-18 and 20-23 has been indicated allowable in the last office action submitted July 

2, 2004. Claims 1 and 24 have been rejected. In response to the office action dated July 
2, 2004 applicant's remarks with respect to claims 1 and 24 have been reviewed and 
respectfully considered. Arguments with respect to claim 1 and 24 are found 
unpersuasive. Examiner discussed the relevance of the prior art with applicant's 
attorney in a telephone interview made January 24, 2005. A proposal made to the 
applicant's attorney to cancel claim 1 and 24, was accepted and agreed to cancel claim 
1 and 24, in order to make the application in condition for allowance.
